President's  Message 

The  GSNA  stands  at  the  crossroads.  On  the  plus  side,  the  Clubs 
Around  the  State  segment  of  this  issue  comprises  more  club  news  than  in  any 
previous  New  Jersey  Numismatic  Journal  going  back  to  its  inception  22  years 
ago.  Some  club  reports  are  more  detailed  than  others  because  summaries  of  the 
educational  programs  were  provided.  They  make  for  interesting  reading.  Please 
take  the  time  to  see  what  GSNA  member  clubs  are  doing.  The  grass  roots  of  the 
GSNA  are  strong  and  vital. 

On  the  minus  side  is  the  need  for  new  leadership.  Currently  your 
President  and  Treasurer  are  serving  at  the  will  of  the  board.  By  June  1,  1998, 
both  will  no  longer  continue  in  either  post  so,  at  least  two  individuals  must  be 
nominated  or  step  forward  if  your  GSNA  is  to  continue  beyond  that  point. 
This  organization  has  played  too  important  a  role  to  go  into  hibernation.  Please 
note  special  Nomination  Form  on  the  bottom  of  page  12  which  may  be  duplicated. 

As  many  of  you  are  aware,  the  NJ  Sales  Tax  bureau  raided  the 
GSNA  and  MANA/  GENA  conventions,  canvassing  dealers  on  the  first  day 
and  returning  the  second  to  levee  penalties  on  a  few  dealers,  who  according  to 
state  records,  showed  improper  registration  or  unremitted  sales  tax  for  a  period 
of  more  than  a  year.  Some  of  these  were  based  on  calculations  which  those 
dealers  so  affected,  deemed  unfair.  Serious  problems  occurred  when  the  state 
tax  officials  demanded  cash  up  front  or  have  the  particular  dealer's  entire 
inventory  confiscated.  Due  to  the  confrontational  nature  of  these  disputes, 
virtually  all  out-of-state  dealers  have  stated  unhesitatingly  that  they  will 
NOT  return  to  do  any  shows  in  New  Jersey  in  the  foreseeable  future.  As  a 
result,  the  GSNA  has  been  looking  into  convention  sites  in  Delaware  and 
Eastern  Pennsylvania  to  run  a  show  in  late  May.  In  the  meantime,  on  behalf 
of  the  GSNA  Board,  1  would  like  to  wish  you  all  a  Happy  holiday  season.

He  then  shows  a 
facsimile  of  an  uncut  sheet  of  a  later  series  of  notes  (S3,  S3,  SS  and  S10)  which  he 
beliews  could  not  have  been  issued  before  1847,  one  year  after  the  'Works'  ceased 
operations.  This  raises  questions  as  to  why?  The  notes  are  extremely  rare.

Bank  Note  Personages"  and  discusses  an  important  research  source  in  a  book 
by  John  S.  Dye.  published  in  1855  which  he  recently  acquired  .

With  the  aid  of  a  video  cam-corder  and  the  large  TV  monitor. 
President  Ray  Williams  presented  a  program  featuring  the  medals  of  Admiral 
Vernon  from  his  personal  collection.  Edward  Vernon  (1684-1757)  has  been 
lionized  by  the  English  ever  since  he  made  good  his  boast  before  the  British 
Parliament  that  he  could  destroy  the  Spanish  Fleet  harbored  in  Portabello  in  the 
Caribbean  with  just  six  ships.  He  did  just  that  in  1739  in  a  short  war  between  Britain 
and  Spain  nicknamed  "the  War  of  Jenkins’s  Ear”  (1739-41).  Another  nickname  of 
that  period  derives  from  the  mixture  of  Rum  and  Water  Admiral  l  ernon  ordered  for 
his  men  in  order  to  maintain  some  semblance  of  sobriety  among  his  sailors.  The 
concoction  huy  called  "Old  Grog"  in  homage  to  the  grogam  coat  the  Admiral  wore. 
Ray  projected  on  the  screen  a  series  of  exquisite  bronze  medals  displaying 
various  naval  scenes  on  one  side,  Vernon  in  his  officer's  regalia  on  the  other. 
Admiral  Vernon  was  so  popular,  that  even  in  the  colonies,  before  the 
Revolutionary  War.  he  was  revered.  George  Washington  is  said  to  have  named 
his  estate.  Mount  Vernon  after  him. 

A  most  interesting  topic  featured  "the  Currency  of  the  Jewish  Ghetto" 
presented  by  member  Howard  Freas  at  the  September  meeting.  Howard 
mentioned  that  the  first  concentration  camps  were  opened  as  early  as  1933.  Himmler 
took  over  the  program  in  1934.  A  reason  the  Nazi's  printed  money  for  the  prisons 
was  partly  as  a  front  for  inspections  by  the  Red  Cross  and  also  to  fool  the  prisoners, 
to  make  it  look  to  both  groups  as  if  there  was  legitimate  dealings  at  the  camp.  One 
Nazi  Commandant  was  a  collector  of  coins  and  thought  it  a  good  way  to  get  a  special 
collection.  Freas  stated  that  Russia  also  had  concentration  camps  and  that  there 
were  250  camps  and  ghettos.  There  are  two  books  on  the  subject;  a  key  one  being 
Jewish  Ghetto  and  Concentration  Camps'  Money  (1933-1945)  by  Zvi  Stahl. 

In  October ,  Ray  Williams  presented  another  talk,  this  time  on  Evasion 
coppers;  contemporary'  counterfeits  of  George  II  and  Irish  coppers  that 
circulated  in  the  American  colonies.  In  November  Arno  Safran  presented  a 
slide-talk  entitled  "When  Grandpa  Received  His  Paycheck".  Pictured  were  a 
number  of  famous  NYC  landmarks,;  also  photos  of  the  living  conditions  and 
style  of  dress  of  the  average  New  Yorker  along  with  the  coins  and  paper  money 
the  working  classes  received  in  their  pay  envelopes  at  the  turn  of  the  century.

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SI,  $2  &  $5  U.S.  Treasury  or  Coin  Notes  Form  an  Interesting  Series

One  of  the  interesting  series  of  U.S.  large  paper  money  are  the  U.S. 
Treasury  notes  that  form  the  Series  of  1890  and  1891.  Treasury7  Notes  (also 
called  Coin  Notes)  were  authorized  in  the  Legal  Tender  Act  of  July  14,  1890. 
They  were  issued  in  denominations  of  SI  to  $1,000.  With  the  exception  of  our 
first  Chief  Justice,  John  Marshall  (who  appears  on  the  $20),  most  of  the 
portraits  were  of  military  men  associated  with  the  Civil  War  on  the  Union  side 
of  the  conflict  which  is  why  they  are  often  referred  to  as  "the  Military  Series". 
The  other  exception  was  Edwin  M.  Stanton.  (Lincoln's  and  later  Andrew 
Johnson’s  Secretary  of  War)  who  appears  on  the  $1.00  note  pictured  above 
These  notes  were  used  to  back  silver  purchases  by  the  Treasury  and  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury-  was  to  decide  how  they  could  be  redeemed;  (i.e..  in 
gold  or  silver  coin  up  to  the  face  value  of  the  note.)  Naturally,  most  people 
preferred  gold  This  practice  almost  bankrupted  the  Treasury-  and  contributed  to 
the  Panic  of  1893. 

The  series  was  issued  in  denominations  of  $1.  $2.  $5,  $10,  $20,  $50. 
$100  and  $1,000  A  proof  of  a  $500  note  which  pictured  General  William  T. 
Sherman  of  "Marching'  through  Georgia"  fame,  exists  but  was  never  issued 
The  Stanton  $1.00  note  is  the  most  common  and  so,  the  most  affordable, 
while  those  denominated  $10  or  higher  can  be  costly  to  prohibitively  expensive 

The  $1.00  Treasury  note  shows  a  portrait  of  Edwin  M.  Stanton 
sporting  a  long  beard  at  left,  the  denominator  "1"  with  ONE  spelled  across  it

within  an  ornate  horizontal  scalloped  oval  towards  the  right  center  either 
overlapping  a  large  brown  seal  to  its  right  (Series  of  1890)  or  separate  from  a 
small  red  seal  ( 1890  &  '91)  The  back  of  the  Series  of  1890  issues  displays  a 
bold  block  lettered  ONE  at  its  center  surrounded  by  deep  green  lathe  engraving. 
For  the  Series  of  1891 ,  the  back  was  completely  reworked,  and  displays  a  far 
less  artistic  design  comprising  three  vertical  scalloped  ovals  in  green  over  a 
large  white  field  The  simplified  design  made  it  more  difficult  to  counterfeit. 
The  '91s  are  priced  less  than  the  '90s  with  an  EF  listed  for  around  $250  to  a 
Choice  CU  in  the  $500  range  for  a  Series  of  1891  note.  Unlike  a  $1.00  silver 
certificate,  redeemable  for  one  Morgan  dollar,  a  $1  00  Coin  note  could  be 
cashed  for  silver;  say  one  1891  Liberty  Seated  half  and  two  1891  Liberty  Seated 
quarters;  presumably  Gem  BU. 


The  $2.00  note  features  the  portrait  of  General  James  B  McPherson 
who  was  killed  in  battle  in  1864  while  attacking  Confederate  soldiers. 
McPherson,  a  native  of  Sanduski,  Ohio  and  a  graduate  of  West  Point  was  only 
35  when  he  died  Like  most  Treasury  Notes,  the  $2.00  bill  was  issued  in  the 
Series  of  1890  (with  the  ornate  back)  and  again  a  year  later  with  a  simpler  back 
design  to  make  it  more  difficult  to  counterfeit  The  McPherson  $2.00  Note  is 
an  attractive  design  but  is  scarcer  and  more  expensive  than  both  the  $1.00  AND 
THE  $5.00  issue  The  Series  of  1891  issues  are  more  affordable  with  an  EF  note 
selling  for  around  $500  compared  with  one  in  Choice  CU  for  $1,250.

There  are  points  of  irony  regarding  the  $5.00  Treasury  Note;  Series  of 
1890  and  91)  The  central  figure  depicted  was  the  Civil  War  hero.  General 
George  H.  Thomas  who  was  dubbed  "the  Rock  of  Chicamauga"  for  his  steadfast 
stand  at  the  battle  of  Chicamauga,  GA  on  Sept.  19,  1863  Ordered  by  Major 
General  William  Rosecrans  in  an  ill  advised  charge  into  the  Confederate  ranks. 
Thomas  realizing  that  his  flank  was  vastly  outnumbered  by  the  Confederate 
troops,  was  able  hold  off  a  Southern  cavalry  unit  and  conduct  his  battalion  in  an 
orderly  retreat  thereby  avoiding  a  near  catastrophe.  Political  cronyism  may  have 
nonetheless  rewarded  Rosecrans'  at  a  later  date  for  his  signature  appears  as 
Register  of  the  Treasury  [from  June  8,  1885  and  June  19,  1893]  along  side  the 
several  Treasurers  of  the  U  S.  on  most  of  the  notes  of  this  period  Thus,  the  two 
Civil  War  generals  are  joined  once  more  on  this  $5.00  Treasury  bill.  Thomas' 
portrait  was  engraved  by  Lorenzo  Hatch. 

Thomas  was  bom  in  1816.  graduating  from  West  Point  where  he  also 
was  an  instructor.  He  was  victorious  in  several  battles  in  addition  to  his  valor  at 
Chicamauga.  At  the  time  of  issue,  the  $5.00  Treasury  note  was  redeemable  in 
any  combination  of  silver  or  gold  coin  up  to  its  face  value.  Imagine  what 
numismatic  jewels  one  could  posses  today,  if  an  ancestor  put  away  one  of  each 
note,  while  requesting  Choice  to  Gem  BU  specimens  in  gold  and  silver  coin  at 
the  time  of  redemption  for  a  second  set  of  the  SI,  $2  and  $5.  Today  a  $5.00 
Treasury  note  grading  within  the  EF  to  AU  range  is  priced  around  $450  with 
Choice  CU  notes  listed  at  close  to  $1,000. 
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Anchor  Coins

Canada  in  it's  early  years  was  plagued  by  the  lack  of  coinage  and  this 
caused  them  to  use  coinage  from  the  American  Colonies,  which  was  recognized 
as  legal  tender  in  Canada.  The  French,  when  they  controlled  parts  of  Canada 
had  to  resort  to  the  use  of  "card  money".  The  French  Colony  was  experiencing  a 
shortage  of  paper  and  coinage  at  the  same  time.  It  just  so  happened  that  the 
backs  of  the  playing  cards  were  blank  and  this  lead  to  their  use  as  promissory 
notes.  These  playing  cards  were  then  used  to  make  payment  for  goods  and/  or 
services  rendered  At  the  time,  the  French  were  the  chief  manufacturers  of 
playing  cards  in  Europe  Playing  cards  found  another  use  in  Canada's  neighbor 
to  the  south  As  late  as  1765,  they  were  used  as  tickets  for  admission  to  classes 
at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania  Canada  and  the  American  Colonies  used  the 
Spanish  Milled  Dollars  as  a  medium  of  fulfilling  their  need  for  coinage. 
Starting  in  the  early  1800's  Canadian  Banks  issued  tokens  and  these  were  yet 
another  method  used  to  make  up  for  the  dearth  of  coinage.  It  was  not  until  1858 
that  Canada  was  to  have  it's  owm  Provincial  Coinage  and  1876  for  them  to  have 
Dominion  Coinage. 

Canada  was  to  use  another  unusual  type  of  coinage  called  Anchor 
Money.  Anchor  Money  was  so  named  because  of  the  large  anchor  devise  on  the 
obverse  of  the  coin  Because  these  coins  were  minted  without  any  precise  place 
of  origin,  they  can  truly  be  listed  as  generic  colonial  coins.  Anchor  coins  made 
a  few  stops  before  they  were  to  finally  arrive  in  Canada  The  coins  saw  service 
in  the  following  places:  Mauritius,  Ceylon,  British  West  Indies  and  eventually 
Canada.  The  coins  were  first  minted  in  1820  with  subsequent  issues  in  1821 
and  1822.  The  coins  were  sent  to  Mauritius  and  saw  service  there  until  1826. 
With  the  installation  of  the  Pound  Sterling  as  the  denomination  for  all  public 
account  in  Mauritius,  the  Anchor  Coins  were  shipped  to  British  Colonies  in  the 
Caribbean  Area.  These  coins  were  used  on  all  the  islands  of  the  Leeward  Island 
group  However,  they  did  not  circulate  in  the  Virgin  Islands,  Windward 
Islands,  Barbados,  Tobago  and  Trinidad.  In  Jamaica,  the  Anchor  Coins  were 
only  used  for  military  transactions.

William  Wvon  was  responsible  for  the  design  of  the  Anchor  Coins. 
The  Wyon  Family,  who  emigrated  from  Cologne.  Germany  supplied  England 
with  many  skilled  engravers  and  medalists.  William  Wyon  was  also  responsible 
for  the  engraving  England's  first  postage  stamp.  "The  One  Penny  Black". 

The  Anchor  Coins  were  issued  as  fractions  1/16.  1/8.  1/4.  and  1/2  of  a 
dollar.  The  coins  bore  the  Roman  numeral  corresponding  to  its  fractional 
denomination.  These  coins  were  composed  of  .892  silver.  The  obverse  had  an 
anchor  topped  with  a  crown  as  the  center  device  and  the  reverse  had  the  shield 
of  arms  of  Great  Britain.  Ireland  and  Hanover.  The  coins  were  minted  in  very 
small  quantities.  At  162,000  the  1820  1/16  dollar  was  the  largest  issue.  The 
1822/1.  1/4  dollar,  was  the  smallest  issue  at  71,000. 

The  series  has  five  over  dates.  The  1822/1.  sixteenth  Dollar.  1822/0. 
1822/1.  one  eight  Dollar.  1822/1,  one  quarter  dollar  and  1822/1,  one  half 
dollar  Examples  can  be  obtained  for  as  little  as  $7.50  in  fine  for  the  1822, 
1/16,1/8.  1/4  dollars.  The  1822,  1/2  dollar  in  fine  will  set  you  back  $85.00.  The 
coins  were  also  issued  in  proof  and  range  in  price  from  $350.00  to  $800.00. 

The  Anchor  coins  can  be  assembled  by  overdate  collectors,  by  topical 
collectors  of  nautical  themes  [anchor],  by  British  Commonwealth  collectors  and 
Canadian  collectors.

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Byzantine  Emperors  of  Chaos  by  Christopher  T.  Connell 

Part  Three  of  a  series 

Tiberius  III  Aspimar  (late  698  summer  705) 

Tiberius  III  Aspimar  might  well  have  earned  himself  a  place  among 
the  greatest  of  all  Byzantine  emperors.  He  first  led  the  Byzantines  to  brilliant 
victories  against  the  Saracens  in  Syria,  then  won  dramatic  victories  against  the 
Arabs  in  Cilicia  In  the  midst  of  what  might  have  turned  the  destiny  of  the 
Empire  to  a  new  and  glorious  age,  who  should  return  from  exile  but  the 
disfigured  and  now  ambitious  and  vindictive  Justinian  II,  leading  an  army  of 
Bulgars  and  Khazars.  Slipping  under  the  walls  through  an  old  water  conduit, 
Justinian  and  his  army  captured  the  city.  He  proclaimed  himself  Emperor, 
again.  Tiberius  was  arrested  and  Leontius  was  dragged  from  his  monastery'. 
Both  were  paraded  through  the  city  ,  and  then  beheaded  Justinian  II  was  back, 
and  his  initial  murderous  cruelty'  was  only  the  beginning. 

The  Coin  pictured  above  is  a  solidus  of  Tiberius  III  Aspimar.  Sear  Cat. 
#1360.  20mm.  4.45g.  Obverse  (shown)  Tiberius  wearing  crown  and  cuirass , 
holding  a  spear  and  shield.  The  inscription  is  D.  TIbERlUS.PE.A  l  G  "Our  Lord 
Tiberius.  Forever  Emperor."  Reverse  cross  potent  on  three  steps,  with 
inscription  VICTORIA  AVGU  for  "Victory  to  the  Emperor."  E  officma, 
CONOB  in  exergue.  One  sign  that  Tiberius  had  returned  some  economic 
stability’  to  the  Empire  is  that  coins  of  this  short  reign,  unlike  most  of  the  coins 
of  this  period  of  chaos,  are  not  difficult  to  find,  scarce  rather  than  rare,  and 
relatively  affordable  to  collectors.
